BLECTBIC RAILWAYS. 

Trolley Linr§ MakiSK Big IirMds ai the 
Basiaess af tia Staaa Bailw^n. 



Under the caption, "The War on the 
Locomotive," MoOlure's Magazine prints 
sn interesting article from the pen of 
Samuel E. Moffett. In writing of the 
marvelous development oi the trolley 
car system some interesting facts are 
given. Mr. MofllVitt eays that the num- 
ber of passengers carried by the Ameri- 
can steam raUfoada 1U« fallen off by over 
12,000,000 in seven years. In another 
portion of his article Mr. Moffett says: 
"In OoilBaoticot, where there are no 
very laifa dtiaa to inflate the trolley fig- 
ures, and where one great steam railroad 
system is supposed to be the feudal pro- 
prietor oi the entire Stste, there was 20 
^r oank mora paieeners on the elaetrie 
lines in 1900 than on the steam roads. 
And that is the way the tide ia running 
•hewhere." " 

The speed that has been attained on 
many trolley roads has caused much 
comment and It ia said that motors are 
now being constructed that will propel 
cars at a rate of seventy-five miles an 
hour. In fact, it is believe that a speed 
of even greater than that will be attained. 
On the question of speed Mr. Moffett 
says: "The highest development of 
American electric nulroading is seen in 
the plantmf thailovTork and Rorohaater 
railroad, which has secured its right of 
way and franchisaa over the bitterest op- 
position of the iteos linea, and has Its 
preparations complete to the last detail. 
The road is to have four tracks, two for 
local and two for express trains, bnilt on 
its own right of way. It will have regu- 
lar passenger stations all along the line. 
The run sheet shows a ecbedule speed of 
over sixty mUea«an hour for express 
trains at two points l>etween 149th street 
and Bronx park, and of about sixty-seven 
miles an hour at one point between 
Bronx park and Mt. Vernon." 

Mr. Mofiett thus speaks of the carrying 
oi freight by the trolley lines : "The elec- 
trie freight a^oaia aa Heidbleaa an ele- 
phant's trunk, and as adept in picking up 
little things. It grows rich off the crumbs 
of business that a steam railroad would 
despise. It is always ready to go oat of 
its way to accommodate the special needs 
of its patrons. The lemongrowers along 
the Loe Angeles-Pacific railroad, which 
runs its trolley freight, passenger and 
Aaii cars between Los Angeles and Santa 
Monica, found that their fruit waa suffer- 
ing from the ronghnesa tof the trip. They 
stated their grievance, and the result is 
the 'Lemongrowers Express,' which car- 
riea the dalieate aphandda to markal as 
gently as In a baby's cradla."

Tha world is now eating about 750,000,- 
000 pounds of American cotton oil in one 
food or another. The annual crush of 45 
per cent, of the seed of a 11,000,000-bale 
cotton crop would amount to 2,500,000 
tons, or 5,000,000,000 pounds. .\8 a mat- 
ter of fact, that ia about the amount of 
seed treated. 

A ton of seed yields around 300 pounds 
of refined oil. The annual crush, there- 
fore, produces 750,000,000 pounds of 
edible cotton oil. This country exports 
260,000,000 pounds of cotton oil annually. 
The remaining 500,000,000 pounds re- 
main at home for domeatio osa, and 
most of it is eonoomed here. Lards, 
butters, canned food requiring a greasy 
consistency, salad oils and dresfings and 
other prodoets ol the paeklat>boase and 
cannery utilize about 70 per cent, of the 
refined cottonseed oil consumed in this 
country. The oil is pure and wholeeome. 
The chemist has nearly made it a aontral 
oil. The compound-lard indoatry atone 
justifies packing-house movement to the 
South and the meat'plaat ownanhip of 
cotton-oil mills. Very little simon- 
pure hog lard is now made. The com- 
pound is sweeter, purer, keeps batter 
and is better; being last U^bla (o dkgta* 
eracy and rancidity. A big cotton-oil- 
mill owner stated to the writer that a 
ton of cottonseed was worth $23 for fer- 
tilizer purposes alone after the crude oil 
had been expreeeed from it. Attach this 
value to the cheap bone and blood meal 
body prodw^ by the packing-house, 
^a HMO of each appears. Last year 
Texas stockmatt paid as high ss $28 per 
ton for cottoaaaad meal for otoek feed. 
Drsg the packer aa a laadar Inio tha dtn- 
ation, with seed costing $12 to $16 per 
ton f. 0. b. cars. AU of the factors in the 
two indnstrias ahow not only a relation, 
but a natural affinity between the oil 
mill and the packing-house. The Amer- 
ican packers understand this, and are 
gattiag d^r to tha oU mill.

Will Tibbltta and Pacltard ap- 
proached Mt^Kinney in the house and 
ordered him to aurrender. McKinney 
answered by shooting. Will TIbbitts 
was shot throiiKh the stomach and 
died shortlj- after; I'iukard waa shot 
through the mv k and shoulders and 
dangerously wounded. Burt Tibbitts, 
a brother of tbe dead deputy sheriff, 
shot McKinney throtigh the mouth 
and neck. killlnR him. 

McKinney liad Ijoeii in Rakersflpld 
two days and was harbored by friends 
In a Chinese Joss house. The house 
waa a regular fort. In the place with 
McKlnney was Hul Hulse, a desperado. 
McKinney had a sawed-ofT shotgun la 
his hand whili> Hulse used a pistol. 
Hulse wfinld not obey the order to 
come out of tbe barricaded house and 
the fire department was ordered to 
the scene. Hulse gave up. He waa 
taken to the county jail. An immense 
mol) sinTDiiiuh'd the jail and tried tO 
take him from the olflcers. 

Another accomplice of McKinney 
waa known to be in the houae where 
the battle took place, but he wonid 
not Kurronder like Hulse, At liRi* p. 
ni. the I'Ulldlnp wns set on fire and in 
15 minutes the man was amoked OUt 
and taken to Jail. 

McKlnnv waa accused of having 
cmnmittad several murders.
